THE GREAT CONSER VATrON MOVEMENT 


MARYLAND IS FOR 
ROOSEVELT, SAYS 
SENATOR DIXON 


Senator Dixon is quoted as saying, 
the other day: 
“I was present at a 
meeting 
of 
more than two hundred representa­ 
tive Republican leaders from all sec 
tions of the state 
of 
Maryland at 
Baltimore last night, at which there 
was a general discussion of the pro­ 
gressive campaign. 
The 
view was 
unanimous that the 
election 
of a 
solid Roosevelt delegation to the Re 
publican national convention was as­ 
sured. 
“There is a bill pending in the leg­ 
islature now providing for a presi­ 
dential preference 
primary. 
It 
is 
opposed by the organization of both 
parties but the sentiment of the vot­ 
ers of the state 
is overwhelmingly 
in favor of its enactm ent . and 
the 
pressure of public 
sentiment 
upon 
the legislature is practically certain 
to overcome the opposition 
of the 
machines. 
There 
is 
no 
question 
whatever as to the presidential prof 
erence of the great majority of the 
Republican voters of Maryland and 
it will manifest itself 
in the selec 
tion of the delegation.” 


The time will come when it will be 
recognized that the greatest 
policy 
which Roosevelt inspired found its ex­ 
pression in the national conservaUon 
movement. 
It was a new conception; Roose­ 
velt had to invent the very name as 
well as the program of the movement. 
In the beginning, it was so big and 
ambitious that unimaginative people 
regarded It as 
impracticable. 
But 
Roosevelt found means with which to 
precipitate it into the realm of the 
practical. He called the first confer­ 
ence of governors, and with them 
brought together a body of leaders in 
national thought, men with minds and 
conceptions broad enough to under­ 
stand what he was trying to do. Out 
of this gathering grew not only the 
organization of the House of Gover­ 
nors, but also a substantial develop­ 
ment of sentiment in favor of 
the 
most practical measures for the con­ 
servation of national resources. 
To Roosevelt, and to the movement 
as it developed under 
Roosevelt’s 
leadership, conservation was anything 
but a, vague and shadowy proposition. 
It contemplated getting out of the 
3oil the largest possible yield of corn, 
wheat, and cotton, and at the same 
time preserving most effectively the 
producing capacity of the land. It had 
purposed to utilize the national water­ 
ways for both navigation and power, 
and to assurd that these 
facilities 
should he provided to the public at 
reasonable rates. 
It looked to the preservation of the 
public domain in the public interest, 
30 that its exploitation by private in­ 
terests for private profit should be 


stopped. It designed not only to save 
our remaining forests, but, so far ae 
possible, to restore those already too 
recklessly destroyed. It contemplated 
greater efficiency and economy in min­ 
ing operatlona, that our coal supplies 
might last longer. In short, It took 
cognizance of the national tendency 
toward extravagance, and brought the 
nation up with a sharp turn to a real! 
zation that its excesses, if continued, 
must ultimately reduce its economic 
levM to that of the rest of the world 
Part and parcel of the Roosevelt 
conservation program was the with 
drawal of la vast area from the open 
public domain, and its addition to the 
forest 
reserves, 
under 
conditions 
which made it impossible for private 
exploiters to secure title to it. In line 
of this policy, he transferred no less 
than one hundred and forty million 
acres from the public domain to the 
forest reserves. 
There was bitter hostility on the 
part of private interests that wanted 
these lands, and 
their 
withdrawal 
from the market was repeatedly de­ 
nounced as illegal and unconstituti­ 
onal. But Mr. Roosevelt stood firmly 
by his proposition that the public was 
entitled to first consideration in ad­ 
ministering the public domain, and 
his policy has been vindicated not 
only by public opinion, but by the ac­ 
tion of his successor, who has added 
nearly three million 
acres lo the 
hundred and forty millions that Roose­ 
velt put into the forest reserves. 
In like fashion Mr. Roosevelt with­ 
drew very considerable areas in order 
to protect water powers 
within the 
ppblic domains.
